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COURTS. 

United States Courts of the Eastern District of Michigan. 

The United States is divided into nine Judicial Circuits, in 
which a, Circuit Court is held for each district within 
a Circuit. The Act of Congress approved April 10th, 
1869, provides as follows: The Circuit Court in each 
Circuit shall be held by the Justice of the Supreme 
Court alloted to the Circuit Court or by the Circuit 
Judge of the Circuit or by the District Judge of the 
District sitting alone, or by the Justice of the Supreme 
Court and Circuit Judge sitting together, in which 
case the Justice of the Supreme Court shall preside, or 
in the absence of either of them by the other (who 
shall preside), and the District Judge. The State of 
Michigan by the acts of February 24, 1863, was di- 
vided into two Judicial Districts. The Courts for the 
Eastern District are held in Detroit, Port Huron and 
Bay City, those for the Western District Grand Rap- 
ids and Marquette. Both districts are attached to 
the Sixth Judicial Circuit, which comprises the States 
of Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky and Tennessee.

RATES OF FARE. 
AUTHORIZED BY CITY ORDINANCE FOR CARRIAGES, EX- 
PRESS WAGONS, DRAYS, ETO. 


For carrying passengers the following prices and no more, 
viz: From 6 o’clock a. m. to 11 o’clock p. m., a dis- 
tance of not exceeding one and one-half miles by the 
most direct route, the sum of twenty-five cents for 
each passenger, and for a greater distance than one 
and one-half miles, the sum of fifty cents fer each pas- 
senger, and between the hours of 11 o’clock p. m. and 
5 o'clock a. m. double fare may be charged and col- 
lected, and the time of starting with the passenger 
shall be the time governing the charge therefor. Pro- 
vided, that no charge shall be made for carrying chil- 
dren of the age of six years when accompanied by a 
paying passenger, and that between the ages of six 
and ten years only half fare shall be collected for 
children accompanied by a paying passenger, and each 
paying passenger shall be entitled to have carried by 
such conveyance, without charge, anv baggage not 
exceeding fifty pounds in weight, and for each piece 
of baggage weighing over fifty pounds twenty-five 
cents may be charged and collecied. For the use of 
any public or licensed vehicle by the hour, for no more 
than four persons, and with the privilege of going from 
place to place, and stopping as often as required, one 
dollar for the first hour and seventy-five cents for each 
additional hour or fraction thereof, and for each addi- 
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of 5 o’clock a.m. and 11 o’clock p.m. and double such 
prices between 11 o’clock p. m. and 5 o’clock a. m.,, 
and when employed by the day not exceeding five dol- 
lars shall be charged for the use of any such vehicle. 
But no employment by the day shall consist of more 
than ten hours nor last later than 9 o’clock p. m. 

This ordinance shall apply to any vehicle which may atany . 
time be placed for hire upon any stand, and to all 
omnibuses, carriages and vehicles kept by any person 
or persons for the purpose of conveying passengers 
for hire to or from steamboats and passenger depots 
and other places within the city of Saginaw. 

Draymen shall be entitled to demand and receive of their 
customers as compensation for their services the fol- 
lowing sums and no more: Where one animal is em- 
ployed in hauling the dray used, two blocks distance 
and under, twenty-five cents; two blocks distance and 
under four blocks, thirty-five cents; under three-quar- 
ters of a mile, fifty cents; three-quarters of a mile and 
to extent of city limits, seventy-five cents and no more, 
except when two men are required, when it shall be 
lawful to charge twenty-five cents per hour or fraction 
thereof for such additional man; and when two ani- 
mals are employed in hauling the dray fifteen cents 
additional may be charged and collected. Provided, 
that no drayman shall make any more trips or loads 
than is actually necessary for any customer, and the 
distance for which he may charge shall be computed 
by the shortest route between the place of receiving 
and delivering the drayed articles or goods.
